John C. Drier will speak to the In- 
ternational Relations club tomor- 
row at 8:10 p.m. in Monroe 102. 

■ "The Organization of American 
States and its Impact on United 
State* Foreign Policy" will be the 
topic of the Ambassador's «pcech. 
Ambassador Drier has been the 
United States representstive with 
personal rank of Ambassador to 
the Council of the Organization of 
American States since 1951. 

Ambassador Drier entered the 
State Department in 1941 when 
he was Chief United States dele- 
gate to the 12th Anierican Sani- 
tary Conference in Caracas. Vene- 
zuela.
